Starts Next July 


A trans Canadian air mail 
service will i)e inaugurated July 
1 ,next according to Hon. .C. D. 
Howe, minister of transportat¬ 
ion, who has just completed an 
extensive trip ol/er the proposed 
route, and inspection of landing 
fields, etc. Asked whether the 
mountain storms would disrupt 
the service, the Minister stated 
that all flying over the mount¬ 
ains would be by rad’V beam, 
and that night flying and blind 
flying offered no problem B un¬ 
der these conditions. 

It is not expected that pass¬ 
engers will be carried in the 
mail planes until the route has 
been well established and prov¬ 
en safe. Thg Minister expressed 
the opinion that the route would 
produce a revenue over operat¬ 
ing costs, and would not ne?d 
to be subsidized b v the Govern¬ 
ment.

Hewson, had announced that 
due to lack of subscribers and 
advertising in the town, he 
< >uld publish 14 b longer- Until 
this move by the editor, the 
townspeople and merchants o|f 
Pc 1 * 1 * 3 tang had failed to give 
tl ja local paper any encouragem 
ent. Subscriptions fell off and 
the advertising grew les 8 and 
bss pntil the owner wa s publish 
ing- his newsy little sheet at a 
financial loss. So he closed 
his plant sooner than go any 
deeper into the red. Immediat¬ 
ely this happened the citizens 
snapped out of their apathy 
end realizing what a blow it 
would be to the prestige of the 
town, began a campaign to inter 
view people and plan ways anJ 
moans of continuing the public¬ 
ation. “Tlie lack of a tow r . papei 
affects the town badly, and we 
should d Q everything w e can to 
get it started again,’ vehemently 
clecla.vd Mi. J. McTaggart, ol 
the hoard Trade. The same sit¬ 
uation occurred some y e a r s ago 
down i n Palmerston, where Mr. 
Anderson, w ho for years had 
published “The Spectator’’ at a 
financial loss pulled up stakes 
and moved to Guelph, leaving 
the railroad town without a 
local paper. Citizens and busin¬ 
ess men of the town who for 
yars had refused to advertise 
01 otherwise support th»e local 
paper, set fai th to entice an- 
other editor to set up shop in 
nlmerston, and finally a party 
was found wji c agreed to pub¬ 
lish a ]taper, -The Observer.” 
And having had tt taste of. a 
newspap.rless district to. selr 
ital months, tlie Palmerston 
merchant^ decided that perhaps 
advertising was the best after 
‘d ’ and today the Observer is

The Raymond mill is slicing 


about 1,300 tons of beets daily, 
and the new Picture Butte mill 
is dail v increasing its average 
until it will be about the same 
before many days. Between tin 
two factories about 80,000 lbs 
ol sugar are now in storage. 

The heat cut off for first 
payment was Thursday, Octobei 
15th, and for the next twe 
weeks th 3 staff at th 8 local 
office will be computing the ac 
counts and getting the check* 
ready for mailing on Novembei 
1st. about 130,000 ton s of beet; 
will b-j paid for on this date 
likely at the rate of $5.50 p e * 
ton, and this payment wi'l b 
n hig lx)on to growers and labo 
who in some instanes have then 
summer’s work tied up in thi* 
crop.

Of course the family physic¬ 
ian is the orie to whom the 
Mother goes and if she and her 
•uisband have rot chosen a fam¬ 
ily physician then they should 
choose one without delay- Do 
not think, because the birth will 
not take plac \ for a few mor.ths 
that there is plenty of time. 
That is not true, for it i s im- 
VyKhtf}! ,t° have the Doctor’s 
advico liddl khfc wry first, so 
i Uiat he cart do hfir Ufest * for ffh* 
j Mother and make sure that 
everything i s all right. Nature’s 
j preparations for child birth are 
comp?M»jf and wonderful and im¬ 
portant beyond wpgdj. Nearly 
always, everything js" all right, 
if the Mother knows what to do 
and does it. HuL how does she 
know what to do, unless she lias 
the I lest of medical advice and 
care? — and the Doctor j s the 
only one who can give her that. 

People should be \ery care¬ 
ful in choosing a Doctor It is 
a ' most important excision. 
Choose a Doctor whom people 
trust and respect, who has had 
some experience, who is devoted 
to his work and of whom other 
j doctors speak well. Young Doc¬ 
tors nowaday^ are generally 
very good, well trained and care¬ 
ful. Ifl is well to arrange with 
j the Doctor for care during all 
tihej months befouo the birth and 
until the M,other is recovered 
and able to be up again. The 
Doctor will probably arrange 
with the mother to corrk? to see 
him every month for the first 
seven months and then twice n 
month or oftener for the rest 
the time. He will tell the 
Mothe r when to bring p speci 
men of the water ani will "ivo 
her all the necessary advice and 
directions and help, and make 
tho r ;•**. assary examination* rP 
the ri«*ht time. It is usually the 
best Han to arrange for reason 
able fee to cover medical care 
during the whole time, including 
the time of birth and for a 
short t»me afterwards- 

But if. for any reason, the 
orosriective father is not in a 
position to pav for medical and 
nursing care for his wif u then 
the Hospital or the Medical Of 
Oir-o,- of Health or the Municipal 
officers will help him to arrange 
fin* such care. 

Tlie Mother must bo well 
cmed for during the whole time 
of pregnancy.
